In tbe debate tbe other day Senator CameroD 
f Feuwjlnala made tbo following itatement: 
Mr. CAOsWron. Mr. Fretldont, it It always un- 
k'SMUt to make chuxe.1 against men la high 
ifflclal station; t think they ace general.; more 
antlered thau they ought to be; but to tuj mind 
U evident that oar revenue system Is badly 


managed, and it doea not yi«ld what it ought to 


ie public T«*e»ry. Lut vear, I beheve. whlskj 
reduced A revenue of come twenty-nine million 
olUrs. and this year we Bhail not get fifteen mil- 
on*. We have bad no report of U since the first 
f July la»t, but the revenue from whisky Is de- 
feating constantly. It IB kuowu by every lu- 
elligent buslneu mao that the revenue is de- 
nuded by the revenue officers. A set of men 
re employed, intentionally or unintentionally, 
y the Government who arc dishonest and unfit 
or their places, aa well as by their ignorance as 
r their dishonesty. I can get a compauy to- 
orrow who will agree to give the Government 
75,000,000 A year for the whisky tai, if the gov- 
rnuient will farm It out to a company. We 
ake about one hundred million gallons a year, 
ud at the present tax we ought to receive from 
$200,000,000. 
Gentlemen you say you ciumot collect a two 
ollar tax because It is so large a sum. 
Why, 


r. president, the man who will steal two dol- 


nrs will steal one dollar or a qua. ter of a dollar, 
he muu who does it is a rascal iu the grain; he 
ea.s all he can get. Why do we not collect thle 
venue as other countries do ? We have tho 
me power K» enioice tho collection of taxes 
at the Government of Great Biitiau and the 
overument ot France aud other Governments 
f Europe have. It is natural that tuc people who 
e unaccustomed to taxation should have some 
fficulty for a time; but if we give np tho sys^ 
mat the cry of interested ptrsous we shall 
ever receive enough money from taxation to 
pport our Government. It Is just as easy to 
ilect two dollars as one dollar tax. The man 
ho wants to diink whisky will pay fii 50 a gal- 
n as readily as he will pay a quarter of a dol- 
llar. H- will get it at any rate. 
It t's Kuowu to everybody that now, while 
c tax on whisky is two dollars a gallon, ilcan 
bought in tho market for $1 50, The produc-. 


jn of whisky costs about lorty cents a gallon,: 
d of course, we see by this bare sialeracnt how j 
e revenue is defrauded. Under the present tir- 
ngcmcnt moat of the w hlsky that was former- 
made in the North is now made in the Sonth, 
Richmond, tit New Orleans, at Montgomery in 
labamA, uud at Augusta iu Georgia. TU-iac 
ties and other Southcru. cities that i might 
ame, nre now the places where the greatest 
uount of whiskey is manufactured. It is man- 
fnctured in a country where tho corn Is not 
roduccd, and at the most expensive places, aud 
H it is furnished now for $1 30 per gallon. 
Tbe only way, in my opiuion, by which we 
dall called this tax wilt bo to make the offense 
buoxious by heavy penalties and put men in 
e penitential y. A man can allord to pay a line 
r one dollar a gallon, probably, If he can put 
to his pocket nuother dollar fraudulently. I 
now of a number of men in my own State who 
avc been relieved of the penalties attempted to 
o placed upon them by revenue officers through 
he intiueuce of members of Congress. A fellow 
obs the Treasury through his distillery; an 
oneat revenue officer—for there nre a few such 


—discovers tbat he Is committing fraud, and pro- 
ocdingft are had against him. Then he comes 
own here and gets a member of Congress—pcr- 
apa a Kndlcal, but more likely a Democrat—to 
o to tho President aud *ay, "This is an excel- 
nt man, a most honest and zealous supporter 
" yours, and he cannot bo dishonest, but If he 
dishonest let UB not bavu him punibhcd until 
ter tho election." This is a common thing. 
I have hoard of such things being done fre- 
icntly. Wh>, sir, there W»B a scamp in my 
elghborhood who was a revenue officer; I think 
icy called him a detcctiv« or something of that 
nd. Four or five mouths ago 1 called on tho 
ecietaryof the Treasury and told him that I

f my going np ; 1 know he la a rascal. I knew 
ho tUtUUery ho hid charge ol was built for the 
nirposeoi defraudingIbe revenue. I wcutthere 
nd examined it, and tliu whole thing was a 
boat." lie told me there Iu tho revenue otllce 
hat in that distillery vats wc.rc placed over pipes
